Furthermore, this decision of the t>u- 
preme court ouly declaren invalid cer- 
tain portions of the income tax law, 
while other pi ortolans iveip treated us 
within thwinbelves valid by the coin t. 
It la due the country and clue the su- 
preme 'court, lu my Judgment. that ffn 
opportunity for further consideration 
of lno.se controverted questions ao 
vita] to tlio taxing power of congress 
should be given tho supremo court,

tax can b« levied, enp«rlftlly the power j 
to tnus roach Invested personal prop- j 
erty, bonds, «toc Us and Investments 
of all kinds, alho tho Income arising 
from tho renting of roaJ onttHe.
